PEIPING, Jan. 31. 
MARSHAL WU PEI-FU to- 
day received foreign” correspon- 
dents in his house, which was 
strongly guarded by Chinese 
and Japanese guards. 


He failed to make his position

HILE shopping crowds thronged Victoria-road, one

“LABOUR'S 
ATTACK ON 
- POLICY 
IN SPAIN, 


LONDON, Jan. 31. 

Mr. CLEMENT R. ATTLEE. 
leader of the Labour opposition. 
Ied the discussion on Spain 
when the House of Commons 
re-assembled to-day after the 
Christmas. recess. When’ the 
Prime Minister spoke of Signor 
Mussolini’s desire for peace, sald 
Mr. Attlee, the people of England 
were more impressed by the fact that 
Mussolini ‘had been intervening in 
the Spanish war for at least two and 
a half years, 

Mr. Attice was of the opinion that 
the Prime Minlster would find there 
was a growing feeling ‘of disgust in 
England at the attitude taken’ by the 
British Government, throughout this 
strupgle, and he added that. all 
attempts {o minimise the contribu- 
tions Italy was making to the offen- 
sive In Catalonin were absurd in view 
of the declarations made by Italy 
herself. 


“GREAT ITALIAN VICTORY” 

More than halt of the detachments 
in the advance on Barcelona were 
Italian, and the fall of Barcclona wus 
hailed ag on great Itallan victory. 
‘The action of the British Govemn- 
ment throughout the whole Spanish 
question, with the solitary exception 
of the Nyon Agreement, had been a 
definite encouragement to aggression. 


PREMIER'S. REPLY 

The Prime Minister In reply, said 
that no one could read of the pitiful 
proctssion of wounded men, old men, 
women and children, come of 
the mutilated, struggling up ,great 
mountains dividing France = an 
Spain, in conditions of bitter 
hardship, without feeling what 
a terrible thing war was, even in its 
secondary effects. How much more 
terrible it would be [f the areca of 
conflict were extended, added the 
Premier. 

The British Government was doing 
what {t could to help and would con- 
tinuc to do-so. They had pald £20,- 
000 to the Intemational Commission 
for the assistance of child refugees In 
Spain, and bad put a further £20,- 
000 at the disposal of the Commission. 
When need arose, he had no doubt 
they would be ready to do more, =! 

After referring to the efforts to 
arrange a safety zone: for Spanish 


refugecs, Mr. Chamberlaln recalled |- 


that the Government hod already 
addressed an appeal to General 
Franco to exercise all possible 
humanity in the circumstances pre- 
vaillng In Catalonia, Before the fall 
of Barcelona, many people expected 
its fall to be followed by a terrible 
massnere, yet nothing of the kind 
happened, and members of the 
Opposition might have given thanks 
for it. : 


NOT A MENACE 

Turning to the general question of 
Government policy, the Prime M.nis- 
ter said that he was satisficd that the 
British - policy - of. -non-intervention: 
had been right all along, and It 
certainly was not 2 moment to 
change it. Intervention on ‘the side 
of the Spnnish Government would 
have to take place.on a very con- 
siderable scale if [t was to alter the 
state of affairs in Spain. 

“t don't consider the siluation in 
Spain is, at this moment, 2 menace 
{o the peace of Europe, but most 
emphatically I consider that if we 
abandoned our policy of non-inter- 
vention, and if intervention on any 
considerable scale took place on be- 
half of the Spanish Government, 
that would be a menace to peace. 

“Any such intervention must lead 
to an extension of the conflict fn 
Eurone, which Is-against the policy 
which has been, and will be followed 
by the British Government, The 
British policy is one of stric. 
imvartiality The reason we refused 
belligerent rights to General Franco 
was that this was not a civil war 
merely, but that ‘the matter wos 
complicated by intervention by for- 
eign Powers on one side or the other,” 


ROME ASSURANCES 


Referring to the Opposition distrust 
of Signor Mussoltni’s and Herr 
Hitler’s words, Mr, Chamtoerlain sald. 
“Surely the worst way to ensure that 
a man who has given his word will 
keep It, is to tell him you don’t 
belleve him, ‘and will base your 
actions on the assumption that he is 
not going to keep his word. I am 
quite certnin that Mr. Attlee fs mis- 
taken. Only the other day Jn Rome, 
we received fresh, repeated assuran- 
ces that Signor Mussolini and Count 
Ciano have nothing to.ask from Spain 
after the war Js over, 

‘The policy of appeasement, Is 
steadily succeeding. The Rome vialt 
has not weakened our relations. with 
France.” = 

Referring to Herr Hitler’s speech, 
the Primo . Minister said he very 
definitely got the impression that -it 
was not the speech of a man prepar- 
ing to throw Europe into another 
crisis, There were many possages in 
the speech which - Indicated the 
necessity for pence for Germany .08 
well os other countries. Confidence 
in’ Europe was not easily or quickly 
established. : hie

doctors, la regarded by many laymen 
an exploded because it failed to fulfil 
all that its too sanmuine champlons 
Promised. With this in mind, it will 
be seen that It would be bad policy 
ag well ms unscientifle to suggest 
that, with a manual on this subject 
at one’s side, one is in on Position to 
select unerringly.: tho . best. among co 
number of candidates for employment, 
or to say without fall whether the 
writer of the berging letter is la 
genuine hord cose or a practised 
fraud, 1 need not Perhaps elaborate 
this warning of caution further, 
except to remind ourselves that the 
succesa of any method depends just 
as much on the skill of the 
practitioner as on the correctness of 
its theoretic foundation.

Everyone 
knows that bis own writing varies 
frum time to time, with the state 
of one’s nerves, with the temperature, 
with the positlon of the paper “in 
writing, and. according as one has 
one's own accustomed pen or the post 
oMce nib to write with. One does 
not write the address of an important 
Ietter in quite the same way as one 
mokes one's rough notes—unless one 
is one of the fortunate persons who 
can produce a legible script quickly 
under all conditions. If then the 
same person produced vitally different 
handwriting ‘at different thmes, it is 
casy to see that this would be fatal 
not only to exaggerated claims but 
to any possibility of — scfentitic 
siyniflcance in the phenomenon; for, 
while one’s mood may alter, {t {s the 
essential feature of a character that 
it remains substantially unchanged 
for long. periods if not for life, 


Detailed Comparison 

It will reassure anyone ‘who has 
thought of such an objection to make 
a detailed comparison of two 
specimens of one person's writing 
made for widely diferent purposes 
and under widely different conditions: 
if this Is done, serlpts which in 
keneral appearance look -as different, 
as the saying is, as chalk from cheese, 
are secn to retain their essential 
characteristics. This even applies to 
cases where the writing Js deliberate- 
ly disguised In order to mislead, for 
the leopard cannot change his spots. 
Look now at the first two specimens 
on the leaflets which have been 
passed round the fables; believe it 
or not, In the words of Ripley, they 
are from the same hand, and can be, 
from thelr own internal evidence, 
proved to be from the same hand. 
Some of the paints on which this 
identification can be based, in spite 
of the completely altered slope and 
pressure, are as follows. Both 
specimens, show an almost camplete 
absence of lower loops and of the 
introductory flourishes which our 


teachers used to call “halr-strokes’; 
both show the {-dot more exactly 
placed over the letter than is usual; 
ond both show the letter “s" written 
in two different ways. The writer 
has attempted to hide his typical 
Greek “e", but in the disguised 
script, No. 2, has slipped into It several 
tlmes. This list Js far from ex- 
hausting the polnts of resemblance 
between the two which look so 
absurdly different; and, what is even 
more noteworthy, the very style 
chosen by the writer to hide his 
normal script Is one which would 
lead the student of handwriting to 
diagnose the fundamental character 
ox his natural writing shows. 

As I have now cleared my ground, 
it is time to give a few details of the 
things which one looks for when 
studying a specimen of writing from 
the present point of view. In what 
follows, I must guard myself care- 
fully agninst. the suggestion that [ 
om making any attempt to give you 
“graphology in a nutshell”, The 
polnts with which I shall deal are 
introduced simply for the purpose 
of illustration, as being those easiest 
to describe in nv tallc such as this, 
and not nt nll ag being the most 
important. : ‘ 


‘Angle of Writing 


One of them, however, {s Important; 
important because it {s one In which 
the “Britannica” article already 
Quoted allows real significance, 1 
refer to the angle of the writing, that 
is to say, the angle between the 
allgnment and the ‘top of the Page. 
One hos only to reflect without bias 
to see how natural ft is that mental 
energy will show itself in an upward 
stope, and depression, exhaustion, 
lock of ambition, in a falling angle. 
Those are, indeed, their meanings, 
and hardly anything Ss more en- 
cournging to the person interested in 
this study than to find how constantly 
these pecullurities of allgnment are 
accompanied, in scripts otherwise 
diferent, by other Ifttle traits of the 
same meaning. “But”, someone will 
say, “It's so ensy to fake this, to 
write nt an angle’ other than one’s 
Uaual one", Of course it 1s, 
ridiculously ensy, for a short time, 
and for so long os one keeps one’s 
attention hard on it.

Look first at that numbered 3; the 
book from. which I have copied it 
says merely that the- writer has fine 
powers of concentration and reflned 
tastes, ho being in fact engoged In 
scientific research. The gencral typo 
ia, in my small experience, that used 
by - successful lawyers” and ~ some 
administrators, though both of these 
vlasses tend on the whole to more 
connected writing, being, as against 
the writer of specimen 3, more logical 
and Jess intuitive. The letter “l" in 
that speelmen, dotted as it Is very 
precisely, shows how this reliance on 
insight Js complimented by exactitude 
of habit, and the ellmination of 
strokes really superfluous from the 
point of view of intelligibility 
indicates independence of mind. 

Compare and contrast the- next 
line, specimen 4. It is par exccltenee 
the writing of a’ “safe” man; de- 
pendability is, to use a colloquialism, 
his middie name. His thoughts run 
along well-trodden paths, and, though 
the upward trend shows his energy, 
originality fs not in his line, The, 
comparatively high upper strokes and 
loops show-a capacity to control and 
take it out of the category of merely 
clerical scripts; it fs, In fact, says 
my book, the writing of a practical 
man of business. It's closest parallel 
among these examples Is in number 
6, the writer of which has many of 
the qualities 6f number 4, plus a 
wider sphere of Interests and, above 
all, a selfish or epotistical nature, 
shown in. the reat height of the 
letters of against their width. I 
should not give much elther for the 
food temper of the Person who wrote 
6; there fs too much angularity. 

Lastly among these specimens there 
remain numbers 5 ond 7. The 
writers ugree in the two qualltics of 
intuitiveness and restraint, as shown 
by the frequent breaks in the writing 
and the comparative absence of final 
strokes: but otherwise they have 
little in’ common. 


Timid and Retiring 


The restraint of No, 5, accentuated 
by the backward slope, is that of the 
naturally timid and retiring person, 
or of the sensitive person who has 
found the bitterness of being “let 
down” by friends on whom_he de- 
pended; it is a more personal quality, 
ns one might expect In the writing 
Whose general features are artistic, 
than that of 7 No. 7 shows the 
disclplined restraint of the scientific 
worker, accentuated In this case by 
the smallness combined with refu~

No subject Is of so much intellectual 
interest for what Js known of it, as 
for what we do not know but may 
yet discover. Mysteries nre the food 
on which selence feeds and which it 
converts into truths, 1 hope I have 
sald enough to show that there 1s, 
in legal Jargon, a case to answer; 
let those who agree that it fs 
interesting enough to delve into 
further now put their own and their 
friends’ writings through the mill and 
see for themselves whether the 
writing bears out. thelr previous 
estimate of the friend's temperament. 
Where the data are of so. personal 
a nature ft is of necessity dificult to 
convey conviction directly from one 
verson to another, and I can only say 
that I myself: have made only one 
bad break, and that very early in my 
Interest in the subject, 


Objective Interpretation 


The method of interpretation, you 
must remember, is entirely objective; 
elther the writing has or has not this 
or that characteristic; there is no 
third possibility; so that the in- 
vestigator cannot deceive himself 
through affection or il-will. True, 
different writers on the subject may 
not agree in the-nterpretation of the 
observed facts, and in this respect 
Kraphology, if it ts entitled to rani 
as _a-selence and to have a Greek 
nome Uke any other science, differs 
in no wise from other lines of 
{nqulries. The matter for surprise. ts 
rather the extent of the agreement 
as to the sigmificance of the traits 
observed. :

clumsiness or deftness, one's speed 
of, writing or the degree to which 
the writing !s deformed by speed, 
one’s carefulness or carelessness, and 
perhaps 1 few more polnts? To 
answer this, I must in the first place 
remark that this substantlal Ust of 
exceptions has already detracted 
much from the formidablility of the 
‘objection, for are not many‘of these 
excepted points also points of 
character and temperament? Within 
the bounds of one country or of onc 
educatlonal system we in the majority 
learnt—or {t fs perhaps better to sny 
that we were taue¢ht—much the same 
formation of letters and words; Is 
not the degree to which we have 
preserved these formations in after 
years o measure elther of our 
docllity or of our feeling for dis- 
cipline, and the degree of our 
departure thereform the measure of 
our force of character or of our 
untenchabllity? Here T have given 
alternative explanations of the facts: 
other traits In the writing must 
decide which applies to the Individuat 
case. But not even this ts the main 
Itne of defence of the rraphologist. 


Judging Character 


We do, he will say, in point of fact 
judge character from men's per- 
formance of habltual actions, by thelr 
walk, thelr facial expressions in 
repose and in action, by their tones 
of voice. Surely, then, writing is to 
the educated person avy much a 
habitual. mode of expression o3 speech 
or gesture, and to dismiss the theory 
as unworthy of attention fs to 
condemn the very matter of fact 
cobbler In “Chu Chin Chow" ns an 
idle dreamer—or else to deny the 
eMeciacy of inductive -logle. There 
can be, as I have already hinted, one 
and one only reason for doubt; the 
facts may not have been in all cases 
exactly observed or correctly Inter- 
preted. And It fs safe to soy that 
if nny student of the subject is so 
much of a charlatan as to deny this 
imperfection he has donc much to 
carn the encyclopaedia's stricture. on 
excessive and unsubstantiated elatms. 
In short, our judgment of the valuo 
of the science or art of testing 
character from writing must ultimate. 
ly depend on the question whether 
or not it gives true results, just as 
the faith in medicine ought to depend 
on the practical question whether its 
practice effects cures or not; In 
neither case should our confidence 
hang on the theories implied, however 
interesting these may be in them- 
selves, , 


So far as I am aware, the practi- 
tioners of this sclence, if it should be 
culled so, have devoted thelr attention 
to writings In the Roman ‘alphabet 
only; and it is very interesting to 
speculato whether the same method 
of Investigatlon cen be applied to the 
scrlpt most commonly used around 
us here, the Chinese, . 


Chinese Writings. 


IT have been fortunate enough to 
have for examination a small number 
of writings in Chinese and English 
by persons well acquainted with both 
languages, and my natural belief that 
the Chinese script is susceptible of 
similar interpretation is confirmed by 
the fact that certain peculiaritics, 
such an angularity, pen pressure, and 
Inclination of the writing to the 
horizontal appear in both scripts 
written by the same person, Minuter 
details have, of course, no clear 
counterpart; for instance, in the 
Chinese: script ‘one cannot find 
anything analogous to the relationship 
between capitals and small letters, or 
to the peculiar formations of in- 
dividual Ietters, These and possibly 
other details must be worked out 
afresh for another seript, but one 
cannot doubt that, if the varlatlons 
lin handwriting between {individuals 
have any significance among Euro- 
peans thcy must be = similarly 
significant in Asla—untiess, that is, 
one subscribes to one of the curious 
racial religions now purveyed by the 
ambitious to the gullible. 

It is the frony of fate that this 
little hobby should begin to attract 
attention just at oa time -when 
handwriting, owlng to the increasing 
use of mechanical aids, is lesa com- 
roonly practised, and is gradually 
becoming restricted to cheque forma 
and the more intimate pieces of 
Persorial correspondence, and one 
might speculaté whether there is any 
causal connection between the facts.

Jeweller Found Dying In His Shop 


WHiLE shopping crowds thronged Victoria-road, one 


of the main streets of 


Surbiton, Surrey, recently,

continuing to hold a modest and 
appropriate place in the outfit of the 
doctors, fs regarded by many laymen 
as exploded because it falled to fulfil 
all that its too sanguine champions 
promised, With this in mind, it will 
be seen that it would be bad polley 

ofl Well os .-unsclentific - to--supptest 
that, with a manual on this subject 
at one's side, one fs in a position to 
select unerringly the best among a 
number of candidates for employment, 
or to say without fail whether the 
writer of the ‘begging letter is a 
genuine hard case or a practlicd 
fraud. I need not perhaps elaborate 
this warning of caution further, 
except to remind ourselves that the 
duceess Of any method depends Just, 
as much on the skill of ‘the 
practitioner o9 on the correctness of 
its thearetle foundation, 


I first became interested In. this 
matter when, simply for the. sake of 
Killing time, I pald a professional 
exponent of the science to make what 
she could of a scribble which I 
produced specially for the purpose. 
The answer of the oracle, now locked 
away among my most secret personal 
achives, wag not overeflattering, and 
I could not repress the suspicion that 
the  graphologist had somehow 
overlooked some of my better points; 
but when I put the direct question 
to some of my very candid {rlends 
they confirmed the correctness of the 
diognosis with emphasis on tha 
shortcomings revealed which 1 should 
not have expected from the more 
cultured of my enemies. In other 
words, it was now clear to me that 
there was “somcthing in it"; and, as 
one form of harmless amusement fs 
a8 food as another, I took the advice 
of that professional exponent in the 
Felection of a number of books on the 
subject for further study.

If then the 
sume person produced vitally different 
handwriting at diferent times, {t is 
easy to see that this would be fatal 
not only to exarferated claims but 
to any = possibility of — scientitic 
sign{fcance in the phenomenon for, 
while one's mood many alter, it {s the 
essential feature of a character that 
It remains substantially unchanged 
for lon periods if not for Nfe. 


Detailed Comparison 


It will reassure anyone who has 
thought of such an objection to make 
a detailed comparison of two 
specimens .of one person's writing 
made for widely different purposes 
ond under widely different conditions; 
if thls is done, scripts which jn 
&encral appearance look as different, 
us the saying is, as challe from cheese, 
ure seen to retain thelr essential 
charucteristles, This ‘even applies to 
cases where the writing is deliberate- 
ly disguised in order to mislead, for 
the leopard cannot change his spots. 
Look now at the first two specimens 
on the leaflets which have been 
Passed round the tables; believe it 
or not, In the words of Ripley, they 
are from the same hand, and can be, 
from their own internal evidence, 
proved to be from the same hand. 
Some of the points on which this 
Identification can be based, In spite 
of the completely altered slope and 
pressure, are as follows. Both 
specimens show an almost compicte 
absence of lower loops and of the 
introductory flourlshes which our 
teachers used to call “halr-strokes"s 
both show the -i-dot more exactly 
placed over the letter than js usual; 
and both show the letter “s!? written 
in ‘two ‘different ways, The writer 
haa attempted to hide his typical 
Greek “e", but in the disguised 
script, No. 2, has slipped into ft several 
thmes. This. Ist is far from ex~ 
hausting the points of resemblance 
between the two which look 50 
absurdly different; and, what Js even 
more noteworthy, the very style 
chosen by the writer. to hide his 
normal script is one which would 
lead the student of handwriting to 
diagnose the fundamental character 
as his natural writing shows, 

As I have now cleared my ground, 
it Is time to give a few detalls of the 
things which one looks for when 
studying a specimen of writing from 
the present point of view. In what 
follows, I must guard myself care- 
fully ngainst the suggestion that I 
am making any attempt to give you 
“geaphology in a nutshell", The 
points with which I shall deal are 
introduced simply for the purpose 
of illustration, as being those easiest 
to describe in a talls such as this,

Angle of Writing 


One of them, however, 1s important: 
important because It is one in which 
the “Hritannien” article alrendy 
Quoted allows real significance.

Powers of Concentration 


Look first nt that numbered 3; the 
book from which I ‘have copled it 
says mercly that the writer has fine 
powers of concentration and refined 
tastes, he being {n° fact engaged dn 
sclentifile research.

The 
comparatively high upper strokes and 
loops show a capacity to control and 
tale It out of the category ofmercly 
clerien) scripts; it is, in fact, says 
my book, the writing of a practical 
man of business. It’s closest paralticl 
among these exhmples ia in number 
6, the writer of which has many of 
the qualities of number 4, plus a 
wider sphere of Interests and, aboye 
all, a seltish or egotistical nature, 
shown In the, great height of the 
Iclters as against their width, I 
should not give much either for the 
ood temper of the person who wrote 
G; there is too much angulnrity, 

Lastly among these specimens there 
remain numbers 5 and 7, The 
writers agree In the two qualities of 
intuitiveness ond restraint, as shown 
by the frequent breaks In the writing 
and the comparative absence of final 
strokes; but otherwise they have 
little in common. 


Timid and kKetlring 


The restraint of No. 5, accentuated 
by the ba¢lavard slope, is that of the 
naturally timid_and retiring person, 
or of the sénsitive person whe has 
found the bitterness of being “Iet 
down" by friends on whom he de- 
pended; {t is n more personal quality, 
Qs one might expect in the writing 
Whose general features are artistic, 

No. 7 shows the 
diselplined restraint of the scientific 
worker, accentuated in this case by 
the. smallness combined with regu- 
Inrity of the writing; jt is: the 
restraint of concentration rather than 
of fear or sensitiveness. 

Considerations of space and time 
render. it impossible .to illustrate my 
talk with further examples; in any 
cuse, I have done enough if I have 
whetted any appetites for more, and 
T have no more to do than to express 
my indebtedness to the writer, Mme 
Olyanovn, and the publishers, Grosset 
& Dunlap of New York, trom whose 
Sook ‘I have selected: the specimens 
before you. 

No subject Is of so much Intellectual 
interest for what {s known of it, as 
for what we do not know but may 
yet discover, Mysteries are the food 
on which science. feeda and which it 
converts into truths. Y hope I have 
siuld enough to show that there fs, 
in Jegal jargon, a case to answer; 
Jet those. who ugree that it {s 
'nteresting ‘enough to delve into 
turther now put thelr own and their 
friends’ writings through the mill and 
sce for themselves whether the 
writing bears out their previous 
estimate of the friend's temperament. 
Where the data are of so personal 
2 nmnture it fs of necessity diMcuit, to 
convey conviction directly from one 
oerson to another, and I can only sny 
that I myself have made only one 
bad break, and that very carly in my 
interest in the subject: 


Objective Interpretation 


The method of interpretation, you 
niust remember, is entirely objective; 
cither the writing has or has not this 
or that characteristic; there is no 
third posslbillty; so that the in- 
vestigator cannot deceive himscit 
through affection’ or ill-will. Truo, 
different writers on the subject mony 
not agree fn the Interpretation of the 
observed facts, ond. in .this respect 
Rraphology, if it is entitled to rank 
ns _a science and to have o Greek 
name Ike any other science, differs 
in no wise from other lines of 
inquirles. . The matter for surprise Js 
tather the extent of the agreement 
as to the significance of the traits 
observed. 

Now I must at Jnat face the 
Inevitable question: What  reuson 
after all, is there to believe that one’s 
handwriting significa ‘anything at all, 
except the method of writing one 
‘earnt at school, the extent to which

yenrs a measure elther of our 
docility or of our feeling for dis- 
cipline, and the degree of our 
departure thereform the measure of 
eur force of character or of our 
unteachability?) Here I have piven 
alternative explanations of the facts: 
other traits in the writing must 
decide which applies to the individunt 
case, \ But not even this is the main 
line of defence of the graphologist. 


Jadging Character 


“ We do, he will say, in point of fact 

judge character from men’s per- 
formance of habitual actions, by their 
walk, thelr facial expressions in 
repose and fn action, by their tones 
of voice. , Surely, then, writing is to 
the educated person as much a 
habitual mode of expression as speech 
or gesture, and to dismiss the theory 
as unworthy of attentlon ts to 
condemn the very matter of fact 
cobbler in “Chu -Chin Chow’ as an 
idle ‘dreamer—or else to deny the 
eMclacy of inductive logic. There 
can be, as I have already hinted, one 
and one only renson for doubt; the 
facls may not have been in all cases 
exactly observed or correctly inter- 
preted. And it is safe to say that 
ff any student of the subject Is sa 
much of a charlatan as to deny this 
Imperfection he hns done much to 
carn the encyclopaedia’s stricture on 
excessive and. unsubstantiated claima, 
In short, our judgment of the value 
of the ‘science or art of testing 
character (rom writing must ultimate. 
ly depend on -the question whether 
or not it gives true results, just os 
the faith in medicine ought to depend 
on the practical question whether its 
practice effects cures or not: in 
neither case should our confidence 
hang on the theories implied, however 
interesting these may be in them. 
selves, 

So for og I am aware, the practi- 
tioners of this science, if it should be 
ci:lled so, have devoted their attention 
to writings In the Roman alphabet 
only; and it ts very interesting to 
speculate whether the same method 
of investigation can be applied to the 
script most commonly uscd around 
us here, the Chinese. ° 


Chinese Wrilings 


I have been fortunate enough to 
have for examination a small number 
eof writings in Chinese and English 
by persons well acquainted with both 
languages, and my natural belief that 
the Chinese script is susccptibie of 
similar interpretation is confirmed by 
the fact that certain Pecullaritics, 
such an angularity; pen pressure, and 
inclination of the writing to the 
horizontal appear in both scripts 
written by the same person. Minuter 
details have, of- course, no clear 
counterpart; for. instanec, in the 
Chinese .script one cannot find 
anything analogoua to the relatlonship 
between capitals and small letters, or 
to tho ‘peculiar formations of in- 
dividual Ietters. These and possibly 
other details must be worked out 
afresh for another script, but ono 
cannot doubt that, if the variations 
in handwriting between individuals 
have any significance omong Euro- 
peana -they - must. be similarly 
slgoificant in Asia—unless, that is, 
one subscribes to one of the curious 
racial religions ‘now purveyed by the 
ambitious {to -the gullible.

Ranking lists of American players—amatours, 
professionals, and wom 
British golfers because of the clashing of intor- 
ests and of personalitios in international events 


and championships. 


The past year has brought n good 
many surprising, changes—more so 
thon has been the case on thls side 
of the Atlantic. While ranking ' lists 
are necessarily of an orbitrary char- 
acter great care is taken, and know- 
ledste and judament brought to bear 
in making the selections. 


‘The winning of national champlion- 
ships, from over a long period, past 
achievements, and potential skill are 
some of the measuring rods of 
ability. These and other functors 
have been taken into account by 
“Golf,” of America, in compliing its 
three Hsts. =. : 


There are some wholly unexpected 
omissions, and some equally sur- 
prising inclusions, For instance, 
only four of the nine players com- 
prising last year's U.S. Walker Cup 
feam are\ineluded in the list-of the 
first ten amateurs, To .the five 
players omitted this will come as a 
pit of shock, writes a correspondent. 

Another surprise Is the omiss{on 
of the name of Mrs, Glenna Collett 
Vare, five times winner of the US. 
champlonship, and who _ ranked 
second to Miss Wethered, from the 
women's Ist. Surely, Mrs. Vare is 
still an Infinitely better golfer than 
some of the players whose names ap- 
pear among the chosen ten.

WAR RISKS 


Sir John Simon, In a statement in 
the House of Commons on war risks, 
said that the Government's cunclu- 
sions of the principles which should 
be appiled respecting war risks, was 
that such loss or Injury ought not 
to be treated as merely to concern 
those who suffered It directly, but 
must be regarded as falling upon’ the 
community as a whole. Regarding 
individuals, the Government hud 
under considerntion, arrangements 
for giving compensation in respect to 
death qr injury caused by alr raids 
and other warlike actions. 

Regarding the varlous types of 
private property, the suggestion nad 
been made that the Government might 
Institute an insurance scheme, coliect- 
Ing premiums from owners, and 
undertoking to pny in full for any 
subsequent damage, This proposal 
hud been exhaustively examined, and 
the insuperable diMculty was that no 
possible basis for actual calvulution 
existed. The Government, therefore, 
could not contemplote a scheme 
which would permit the community 
to.a vague and indefinite Hablility. 

That did not mean individual pro- 
.pertics would be left tu benr the 
loss unnided, bit thes. conspensntion 
should be on a higher scale compatible 
with the clrcumstonces of the country’ 
after; and not before, the: conflict.
